No. 16018/2/91-M. II.™The Government of India has 
taken several measures to help the farmers in getting a fair 
renumeration for their produce and to safeguard them 
against exploitation by middlemen. One such measure 
undertaken by the Government has been to evolve a code 
of discipline in the process of marketing of agricultural 
produce through regulation of maikets. The regulated 
markets are established under legislation enacted by the 
respective State Governments, on the lines of a ‘Model Act’ 
framed by the Central Government. There seems to be 
a great scope for improving the implementation of the 
various State Market Regulation Acts. The inadequacy of 
coverage of commodities, area of operation of the Market 
Committoes and absence of enabling provisions for creation 
of adequate administrative infrastructure for effective en¬ 
forcement aie some of the deficiencies observed in the 
existing market legislation. 

2. Effective arrangements for maiketing of agricultural 
produce are essential for improving the lot of the farmers 
as well as for balanced and sustained growth of agricultural 
produc' on. This will require widening of the scope and 
area of operation of the present State Legislation and Agri¬ 
cultural Marketing Boards to provide an efficient and 
innovative organisational set up. 

3. The Ministry of Rural Development has, therefoie, 
decided to set up a High Power Committee to review the 
present State Market Acts and working of various agricul¬ 
tural marketing bodies and to recommend appropriate 
measures for sheamlining and strengthening of the set up for 
maiketing of agricultural produce, The composition and 
terms of refeience of the committee are given below
